It may Hie fairiy claimed that Victoria 
has a "keener idea of wliat the develoi)- 
meut of Vancouver Island and of the 
Northern interior of the province means 
to (British Columbini than any other 
point. In a word, Victoria is less sec- 
tional in itti horizon and iiKire catholic 
in the number and variety of interests 
centred here, than any city in the 
Northwest or in the West, except San 
Francisco. Its population is not so great 
as that of some others, but that is be- 
cause the payrolls ou whicli the city 
depends, are not made up within tlie 
city limits. Victoriii. is the nerve 
ganglion of an industrial organism not 
uaimporlant today, and every day grow- 
ing in importance. To observe externals 
and appreciate realities are two different 
things, although the difference is fre- 
(iiiently overlooked by illippant news- 
liaper correspondents.

Empress Dowager Denounces 
Antiycreiyii Policy-. \tls- 
^ionurl<;s Attaciced. 



LVceiirding to advices received from the 
Orient hy tlie steamer Ulyuipia, wlueli 
arrived yfsit.iday, there tu'c luurwui'- 
ings I'toi'd many sectioii.>( of lUrl'iier anti- 
foreign distnrhuiices, outbreaks involv- 
ing lu.-s of life being rejuu-ted from some 
sections, i^liile on the other Inind the 
i'ekin corivsiiondent of the .liji iSliimpo 
says the llnipress Dowager luHdicly ex- 
pres-cd railical dissent Irom the lioxei- 
]jri)iiagiiiiin, and from the anti-foreign 
ciiniiiaign. iSlie stated that the instiga- 
tor of the Fnixer inilbreak was Yun Neii. 
I and that I'rinees 'Tumi anil Cliiiaii eii- 
I eouraged it. '■ Iteplying to a minister, who 
I urged that ever since the lliglit to .Ichol 
I in IMiii the Imperial house Had siilTered 
only insiuts lit the band of loreiguers, 
and that to 'rent iheiii with eousiilerii- 
tion was a mistake, the .Kmpress Dow- 
ager St verely tondemneil such a doctrine. 
Only a small s|i,!n oi: lii'i' remained to 
her, she said, and ilnrin^' that time it was 
her (Iclcriiiiiiiition not to involve liei- 
country iu troiihie to avenge personal 
wrongs. 

ili''rom 'Yang lisieii comes news of a 
lialtle between Hixers and the Imperial 
troops.

liist, .Kpisi.-opal and Catholic missions in 
Yang lilsien, anil permission being re- 
fiiseil, the itoxcrii uttaekcd the Y'limen. 
'i'he troops inside fired blank cartridges, 
and the 'itoxers held off. t!oon they re- 
turned over li.ddO strong, and started to 
besiege the city. A Imttle was fought 
within the city gates, and the Hoxi'rs 
were defeated, over :!() headless bodies 
being left lyiii» iu the streets placarded 
to the effect that, ■although dioxers. they 
'had not been immune to sword or bullet. 
(Jne of the leaders wlio was captured, 
was executed publicly ui the parade 
grounds. The execution 'was barbarous. 
The skin of the victim's .forehead was 
cut, and pulled down over his eyes, then 
his iirins were cut off, his legs, and bis 
heart pierced 'by spears and cut out. The 
dead body was decapitated, and the head 
carried through tlie streets. 

In Shansi the converts are causing 
Iroulile llieciinse ol' tlie luiu-paynient of 
the iJi-oiiiised inileninity to Ihetn for the 
Hoxer ontriiges. The jiriests, too, com- 
plain that the amount to be granted is 
all too small. There is great disorder 
in 'Kueihwach'eng district, wlthont the 
(!reat Wall, where the converts have 
aiist'ii. ■■'lid have attacked many villages 
til coilect tlie indemnity for themselves. 
The corresiioudent of the North China 
liaily .News at Tiiiyuanfii, advises ladies 
and chiidreii not to eater Shansi, as "il 
is a mistaken kindness to conceal the 
iliiir-'cis ihat exist." 

l-'i-iiiiii Korea liciails were received of 
the attack on Itishop 1). dl. i.Moore, Hev. 
■ II. (). .\|i|ieiizcllcr. Hev. W. C. Swearer, 
.Mi^^s Mclviii and Miss Moore, a party 
of .\iiu'ricaii iiiissionnries, by coolies, on 
tlie embankment of the Seonl-h'tisaii rail- 
way, over which tliey were walking to 
a Korean village, where they intended to 
hold service. The party were stopped 
by a coolie, iiiiil Bishop ■Moore after argu- 
ing with the .liipatiese who lu^ld his 
rickshaw, rajiped biiii ou the knuckles 
with a stick. The man shouleil, and 
a party of coolies who were camped 
neai'liy hurried iiii. ami threw a Inig-e 
stnne at the .Hishoi), striking him on the 
head, and injuring him souiewlial. 
I.Mcssi-s. .\ ppea/.eller and Swearer came 
to the rescue, and the former was struck 
on the lieail with a club, and bleeding 
and aliniist insi^nsihle lie went down. 
'J'lie coolies then retired, and the assault 
was at once rciiorted to the United 
IStates legation, and the Japanese au- 
thorities. Three coolies were arrested 
and sentenced to two montli.s' imprisun- 

lliellt. 

The last advices received from ICwang- 
si (in .luly ;!, were to the ell'ect tli.-it 
the rebels were mo-t active around Nau- 
niiig, Taiping and Suching, and the giiv- 
erutiient troops were short of luiiiiiiini- 
liou and snpiilies. They were asking 
iii-genlly for provisions and reiiiforce- 
ineiits. The I'ekin goveriiinent has ap- 
poiiited "\\'iing Cliih-chtiiig governor of 
Kwaiigsi. Wang who was sent to Itus- 
sia to tliank the Czar for the retroces- 
sion of the Lirotung peninsula, is said 
to have nssnrcd the iKmpress that most 
of the re/bcJs were Hunan men' aud lie 
would have inlluenco with them, and 
rpiell the revolution. 

Ou .Inly 7 I'J serious riot occurred at 
Knre. where 7(10 bluejackets from nieu- 
iif-v.-iir in port invaded three inns, 
siiiaslii'il all the furniture, and were with 
dillienlty reduced to order after three 
hours rioting. The trouble arose be- 
cause the men were enraged tit the re- 
fusal of the innkeepers to supply geisha 
for an entertainment given by tho Jap- 
anese to visiting British bluejackets.
